by the announcement that B. F. Pitzel,

President Fouse, of the Fidelity Life
Insurance association, said to-day:
"This morning my Chicago representativetelegraphed me that Mr.

Ryan, who is a business man of Chicago,called on him and said that he
saw 3. F. Pitzel in the city leas than two
week* ago. Mr. Ryan says that he has
known Pitzel for many years and has
had frequent business transactions with
him and tbat it 11 impossible for him to
be miftaken.
"When they met Ryan did not know

that Pitzel was supposed to be dead and
the two greeted each other cordially
aud repaired to a noarby saloon, where
they had a drink together. Then they
separated and Ryan says that he does
not Know wneiner ruzoi waa v« iuubvo

in that city or not. However, our meu
thore and tho Pinkerton detectives have
takon ud the clew, and it is my opinion
that B. F. Pitzei will be producoa withina few days."

undertaker worked at his task of makingthe crushed head and face of the
dead man as presentable as possible

Poor lloney was not well known at

ago aud got work. Nelson did not get
along with his working partner, and on
Tuesday about half pant eloven o'clock
he nicked up his tools aud said to hii
companion: "You go to h .!
